Summary of reasons for decision: 

The publication is a Blu-ray disc comprising the theatrical and extended versions of the film 
"Taken 3". It also contains four trailers, a deleted scene, behind the scenes material, a gallery of 
photographs from the feature, and several distributor notices. 

The extended version of the feature is approximately six minutes longer than the theatrical 
version, with extended scenes and different editing, which do not alter the overall plot of the 
theatrical feature. However the extended version of the feature in conjunction with the 
component Deleted Scene - "Flashback Malankov" significantly increases the extent and degree 
of violence from that of the theatrical version. The additional scenes of intimidation and violence 
are likely to shock or disturb children. Teenagers and adults are more readily capable of 
understanding these depictions within the context of a far-fetched action/thriller narrative. For 
these reasons, the Blu-ray disc requires a different classification to that of the cross-rated 
theatrical version of the film. The availability of this Blu-ray disc is likely to be injurious to the 
public good unless restricted to an audience of 13 years and over. 


This classification places a limitation the right to freedom of expression as outlined in the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 but this classification is the minimum restriction that can be 
applied in order to prevent injury to the public good.
